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Brief Summary of Count™ fietos. 

We do not hold ourselves responsible for any opinions 
expressed in this Summary; as all the notices are either 
collated from the local papers, or supplied to us by occasional 
correspondents. 

Aleobd. — On Friday evening, the 6th ult., an 
Amateur Concert was given in the Corn Exchange, in aid 
of the funds for the restoration of the church. The room 
was tastefully decorated with evergreens, pictures. 
In addition to songs, duets, trios, and glees, well sung by 
the Rev. J. H. and Mrs. Oldrid, the Eev. J. Cholmeley, 
Mrs. Henry Brown, Miss Talfourd, Mr. Timms, Mr. 
Darley, and Mr. Starmer ; solos were played on the horn 
by the Rev. G. Smyth; on the pianoforte by Mr. W. 
Wilson, jun., and Mrs. H. Brown ; on the violin by Mr. 
G. Saul ; on the violoncello by Mr. Gilbert Scott, jun. ; 
and on the clarionet by Mr. Whinfield. Mr. Henry Brown, 
of Alford, ably conducted, playing with Mrs. Cholmeley the 
accompaniments on the pianoforte, which was a grand, 
from Hopkinson's, London. Upon the whole it is gene- 
rally admitted to have been one of the best and most suc- 
cessful concerts ever given in Alford. We believe that 
there will be a balance of about £20 to be handed over to 
the restoration committee. 

Banbtjby. — The death of Mr. Eugene Spinney, 
organist of the parish church, at the early age of 22, has 
caused a deep feeling of regret amongst his many sincere 
admirers in this town. In June, 1865,he took the degree of 
Bachelor of Music at Oxford ; and during his recent illness 
he devoted much time to the preparation of the exercise 
for his doctor's degree, which he intended taking as soon 
as possible. Besides improving the church choir, Mr. 
Spinney did much towards elevating the taste for music in 
Banbury by giving some excellent concerts. It is in con- 
templation, by the members of the Banbury church choir, 
to place a window in the church, as a tribute of affection to 
the memory of their late esteemed organist and director. 

Bangob. — The first Concert of the Choral 

Society was given on Friday, the 20th ult., under the 
conductorship of Mr. Landergan. The first part con- 
tained selections from the Messiah. The second part was 
devoted to secular music, glees, part-songs, &c. The 
programme was well rendered by the members, who are 
all amateurs. The concert was well attended. The 
society has a fair number of members and subscribers, and 
has made great progress during the short time it has been 
established. 

Bebkhamestead. — The first of these Concerts, 



very efficiently rendered, and most of them received an 
encore. Master Bollingbroke's flute accompaniments were 
very much appreciated, as were also the pianoforte accom- 
paniments of Mr. W. J. Petty, organist (of Hull). Mr. 
Swale announced his intention to give a second concert 
shortly, to which many of the local gentry promised their 
warmest support. 

Bolton. — A very excellent performance of 

Handel's Messiah was given by the Philharmonic Society 
at the Temperance Hall, on the 3rd ult. The band and 
chorus numbered about 120 performers. The principal 
vocalists were Miss Annette Hirst, Madame Leffler, Mr. 
David Miranda, and Mr. Renwick, all of whom acquitted 
themselves to the satisfaction of a crowded and attentive 
audience. The choruses were excellently given through- 
out, the " Hallelujah" especially creating a profound im- 
pression. Mr. S. lies was the principal first violin, Mr. 
Harper first trumpet; and the Oratorio was conducted with 
much ability by Sir. Peter Staton. 

Beidgnoeth. — On the fifth anniversary of the 

restoration of St. Leonard's Church, the new organ, built 
by J. W. Walker, of London, was opened. Divine service 
commenced at 11.30 a.m., but long before that hour, the 
church was crowded by an exceedingly fashionable con- 
gregation. The choir (which was considerably augmented 
for the occasion) commenced the 100th Psalm, during the 
singing of which the long train of clergy, followed by the 
Bishop of Rochester, slowly entered, and took their places 
in the chancel, which presented a most imposing appear- 
ance, being filled from the altar to the body of the church. 
Including the choristers and clergy, there could not have 
been far short of 100 surplices in the chancel. The prayers 
were beautifully intoned by the Rev. — Savory; the 
lessons were read by the two Rural Deans, the first by the 
Rev. T. Rowley, and the second by the Rev. John Purton. 
The Litany was chanted by the Rev. Sir F. A. G. Ouseley, 
Bart., and it is needless to say how it was done, as it is 
well known Sir Frederick cannot be surpassed in this 
respect. The whole service was, of course, choral, the 
psalterused being that compiled by Dr. Monk and Sir F. A. G. 
Ouseley. The Venite was sung to Tallis in F ; the Psalms 
to Dupuis in F ; Te Deum, Humphries in C, and Russell 
in F minor ; Jubilate, Battisfield in A. Previous to the 
Litany being intoned an anthem was sung, followed by the 
chorus, " And the glory of the Lord." The solo, " Com- 
fort," &c, was sung by Mr. Herbert, the choirmaster, as 
was also, " And every valley." At the evening service 
the church was again crowded in every part. The anthem 
was chosen from the Oratorio, St. Paul, the recitative 
And Paul came," being well rendered by Mr. Herbert. 
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selections from Handel, especially from the Messiah. The 
principal vocalists were Miss Watson, Miss Ellice, Miss 
Painter, Miss Lane, the Rev. Mr. Cummings, curate of 
Hunton Bridge, and Mr. Arthur Oxley (two very excellent 
amateur singers). The choruses went with a steadiness 
and precision which reflected the highest credit on their 
able conductor, Mr. Macrone. Much of the success of the 
concert was also owing to the energy, skill, and kindness 
of Mrs. Watson, who, assisted by Mrs. Hutchinson, pre- 
sided at the pianoforte. 

Beveeley. — On Tuesday evening, the 3rd ult., 
a Concert was given by Mr. Sydney Swale, of Hull, in 
the Assembly Rooms, Norwood, when the following ladies 
and gentlemen performed a most excellent programme : — 
Miss Foreman, Miss Grieve, Miss Bollingbroke, Master 
Bollingbroke, Mr. Haines, Mr. J. Martin, Mr. Moat, and 
Mr. Vinson. The various songs, duets, glees, &c, were

Mr. Sewell presided, and by his skilful performance showed 
off the instrument to great advantage. The service was 
brought to a conclusion by the singing of a hymn entitled

Harrogate, when a selection of anthems was sung by the 
choir. 

Bfby St. Edmunds. — A very fine Organ has 
recently been erected in St. Mary's Church, by Mr. J. W.

Walker, the eminent organ builder, of Francis-street, Tot- 
tenham-court-road, London. The vestry having decided to 
have the old organ thoroughly renovated, modernized, and 
greatly enlarged, the work was entrusted to Mr. Walker, 
and he has succeeded in producing one of the best parish 
church organs in the country. The re-opening took place 
on the 28th November, when several anthems were given 
by the choir (much enlarged) in a highly effective manner. 
At the conclusion of both services, a varied selection from 
the works of the classical and modern authors was per- 
formed by Mr. T. B. Richardson, the organist, in so 
artistic and finished a style as to delight the enormous 
congregation assembled in the church. The following is 
a list of the number of stops contained in this instrument : 
— Great organ 13, pedal organ 4, choir organ 8, swell 
organ 11. 

Chebtsey. — On Thursday, the 5th ult., a 
Concert was given at the Town Hall, in aid of the funds 
of the Institution. The artists were Miss Fanny Hol- 
land, Miss Abbott, Mr. Thomas Wingham, and Mr. L. S. 
Palmer. Miss B olland sang the jewel song (Faust) with 
much brilliancy of execution. Miss Abbott was also highly 
successful in her rendering of Schira's song, " Do not 
wake me from my dream ;" and Mr. Palmer was equally 
effective in " A Winter Night," (Ransford). Mr. Wing- 
ham was the solo pianist, and played Hummel's Andante, 
in E Flat, with much truth of expression. There were 
several encores ; and the Concert may be considered the 
best ever given in the hall. 

Clifton. — The annual Evening Concert at 
Clifton College was extremely successful, the young colle- 
giate choristers performing a very excellent selection of 
music to the great satisfaction of a crowded audience. 
Pianoforte solos were also well executed by Master A. W. 
Campbell. The applause was most enthusiastic, and well 
deserved. 

Cockeemotjth. — A Harmonic Society has 
been established in this town for the practice of vocal and 
instrumental music, under the conductorship of William 
Metcalf, Esq., of Carlisle, which numbers upwards of sixty 
members. The season commenced on Thursday, November 
28th. There is also an elementary class, in connection 
with the above Society, under the direction of Mr. W. H. 
Lewthwaite, organist of this town. 

Deal. — A Lecture was delivered by Mr. "W". 
J. Cooper, on the 26th November, to a numerous audience, 
the large room and eastern gallery of the new assembly 
room being nearly full. The lecture, entitled " God in 
Nature," contained a great amount of good matter, and 
though delivered with no energy, Mr. Cooper's voice could 
be distinctly heard at the end of the room, and also in the 
eastern gallery. The mayor (E. Brown, Esq.) kindly 
presided, and introduced the lecturer to the audience. 
The vocal and instrumental illustrations from the Creation 
and dfessiah were well selected ; and, with some exceptions, 
rendered with great effect. Mrs. Hills, of Canterbury, 
distinguished herself in the solo with chorus, " The mar- 
vellous work behold amazed," and also in the air, " With 
verdure clad." Mr. Birch, who was a substitute for Mr. 
Manger, possesses a pleasing alto voice, and was deservedly 
encored in the air, " He was despised and rejected of men." 
A similar compliment was paid to Mr. Payn, who sang 
" Thou didst not leave his soul in hell," and also to Mr. 
Gough, who gave " Rock'd in the cradle of the deep." 
The chorus, " The heavens are telling," was well executed, 
but the " Hallelujah Chorus" appeared to be deficient in 
power. Several ladies and gentlemen from Canterbury 
and Dover were engaged in the vocal and instrumental 
illustrations, under the conductorship of Mr. G. H. Payn, 
of Dover. At the close of the proceedings, the Rev. J. T. 
Bartram proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Cooper and his 
friends, and expressed his pleasure at seeing so many per- 
sons present. 



Debby. — A very successful performance of 
Handel's Oratorio, Samson, was given by the Derby Choral 
Union on the 29th November. The principal vocalists 
were Mrs. Bateman, Mrs. E. Gamble, Mr. Coulson, and 
Mr. R. J. Smith, all of whom acquitted themselves ad- 
mirably in the difficult music allotted to them. The 
orchestra was complete in every department; and included 
the services of Mr. Harper, whose unrivalled trumpet per- 
formance in " Let the bright Seraphim " (excellently sung 
by Mrs. Bateman), was the theme of universal admiration. 
Mr. Adlington (whose careful training of the chorus was 
apparent throughout the whole performance) conducted 
with his usual ability ; and Mr. Drew and Mr. Dodd pre- 
sided at the harmoniums. 

Doncasteb. — On the 3rd ult., Mr. J. H. Eyre, 

choirmaster of the parish church, gave his third Concert 
for the season in the Guildhall, which was completely 
filled, the vicar and most of the clergy and gentry being 
present. The vocalists were Miss Harrison, Master Mason, 
Mr. Bell, Mr. Firth, and Mr. Eyre. Mr. Tovey presided 
at the pianoforte. The singing of Miss Harrison was 
greatly admired, especially in the song from Victorine, " Oh ! 
bright were my visions," which received an unanimous 
encore. Mr. Eyre gave with much taste and expression 
"If doughty deeds" (Sullivan), and created continual 
laughter by his rendering of John Parry's song, " Fayre 
Rosamonde," winch was enthusiastically re-demanded. 
The concerted music was sung with great effect ; and the 
concert was entirely successful. Mr. Eyre's fourth Concert 
was given on the 10th ult., when he was assisted by Miss 
Hydes, Miss Hickson, Master Mason, and Mr. Thornsby, 
with Mr. Tovey as pianist. The most noticeable pieces 
were a sonata for violoncello, by Boccherini, well played 
by Mr. Thornsby ; the trios, " Protect us thro' the coming 
night," and " The hawthorn in the glade," Mr. Eyre's 
songs; "Safely follow him" (Cooke), and Lover's "I'm 
not myself at all," the latter being heartily encored. The 
room was well filled. 

Dublin. — On Eriday evening, the 13th ult., 

the first Concert of the season was given by the University 
of Dublin Choral Society, in the Ancient Concert Rooms, 
Great Brunswick-street, and was a complete success. The 
selection of music was very good ; and had a thoroughly 
" Christmas " tone. It commenced with Spohr's 84th 
Psalm, the soprano solo being exquisitely sung by Miss 
Edith Wynne. This was followed by a miscellaneous 
selection of vocal music, the principal singers being Mr. 
Edward Purdon, Musical Exhibitioner of Trinity College, 
Mr. Vivian Yeo, B.A., and Mr. Peele, of Trinity College 
Choir. We must say a good word for the choir (the male 
singers consisting of University men), which, under 
Dr. Stewart's able guidance, performed Gounod's " Here 
by Babylon's wave" in a highly creditable manner. The 
performance concluded with selections from Mendelssohn's 
Christus and Handel's Messiah, all of which were exceed- 
ingly well given. 

Dundee. — The Operetta company, under the 
direction of Miss Louisa Pyne, has proved highly success- 
ful, the entertainments, given at Kinnaird Hall, having 
been attended by crowded and brilliant audiences. Misses 
Blanche and Susan Galton have been received with the 
utmost favour by the audience ; and Messrs. Whiffin and 
Connell are painstaking and conscientious artists, who will 
be always welcome in the light and elegant operettas to 
which they have devoted themselves. We have no doubt 
that as cordial a reception will be given to this little 
company in other towns as it has already received in 
Dundee. 

Durham. — A complimentary dinner was given 
to Mr. Whitehead, of the Cathedral Choir, on the 
26th November, at the Waterloo Hotel, by the members 
of the singing class recently established at the Church 
Institute, and of which Mr. Whitehead is the instructor. 
The chair was occupied by the Rev. E. Greatorex, Pre- 
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centor of the Cathedral ; and the vice-chair by the Rev. 
G. R. Bulman, Chaplain of the County Prisons, and Hono- 
rary Secretary of the Church Institute. After dinner the 
chairman presented Mr. Whitehead with an elegant 
baton, in the name of the members of the Church Institute 
Choral Club, and highly complimented him upon his 
exertions on behalf of the singing class. 

Exeter. — The third and last Subscription 
Concert of the Oratorio Society was given at the Royal 
Public Rooms on the 17th ult., the work selected for per- 
formance being Handel's Messiah. The principal vocalists 
were Miss Banks, Miss Julia Taylor, Mr. W. H. Cummings, 
and Mr. Lewis Thomas. Miss Julia Taylor, who is an 
amateur, sang well throughout the Oratorio. She has an 
excellent contralto voice, and especially in the air, " He 
was despised," was highly successful. The other singers 
are too well known to need more than a passing word of 
commendation. The choruses were all given with spirit 
and precision ; and the performance gave general satisfac- 
tion to a large audience. Mr. Michael Rice led the band 
Mr. Rendle was principal violinist, and Herr Eberlein 
conducted. 

Glasgow. — On the 26th ult., Mr. Charles 
Ferguson, organist of Skelmorlie Church, gave his third 
organ performance in East Howard-street Church, in aid 
of the organ fund. The attendance was numerous, and 
the selection of organ music, including a Motett by Mozart, 
a Funeral March by Chopin, the Larghetto from Beet- 
hoven's Symphony in D, Meyerbeer's Coronation March, 
a Pastoral by Kullak, &c, were listened to with the 
utmost attention; A choir, consisting of members of the 
Bridgeton Choral Society, and numbering upwards of 70 
voices, conducted by Mr. Hugh MacNabb, rendered several 
choruses from Handel's Dettingen Te Deum very effectively, 
Miss Margaret Allan was encored in " Thou didst not 
leave his soul in hell," from the Messiah; and Mr. Mac- 
Nabb introduced the tenor solo from Mozart's Litany in B 
flat, which he sang with great taste and feeling. Thomas 
L. Stillie, Esq., presided, and prefaced the various selec- 
tions with appropriate explanatory remarks and biogra- 
phical notices of the composers. Altogether the concert 
was most satisfactory and enjoyable, as the cordial applause 
throughout, and at the close, abundantly testified. 

Gloucester. — The Eirst Concert of the Choral 
Society for the present season took place on the 2nd ult. 
at the Shire Hall, when Handel's Oratorio, Judas Mac- 
cabams, was given. The principal singers were Mr. T, 
Brandon, of the cathedral choir ; Mr. Thomas Hunt, of 
Her Majesty's Chapel Royal, Windsor ; Miss Lane, Mrs. 
Padbury, and Miss Stockwell, all of whom delivered the 
solo music allotted to them with the utmost effect, Mr. T. 
Brandon being especially successful in the trying air 
" Arm, arm, ye brave." The difficult choruses were 
rendered with remarkable energy and precision. Mr. J. 
A. Matthews conducted, and Mr. H. Fluck presided at the 
organ. The spacious room was filled to overflowing. 

Guilsboro, Northampton. — Two Concerts 
have been recently given in the new Schoolroom (kindly 
lent for the occasion by the Rev. T. S. Hitchens, the 
vicar) under the most distinguished patronage. The 
afternoon concert comprised a selection from the Messiah 
and Samson ; and the programme in the evening was a 
miscellaneous one. The singing of Miss Adell (pupil of 
Mr.T.E.Barratt,of Peterboro),was much admired,especially 
in "Let the bright Seraphim" (trumpet ohbligato most 
effectively played by Mr. W. Lee) and in the ballad " The 
old church bells." There were several encores ; and the 
two concerts gave the utmost satisfaction to the audience. 

Hastings. — Miss Florence Braye gave a very 

excellent concert at the Music Hall on the 3rd ult. The 
selection of pianoforte music afforded Miss Braye an oppor- 
tunity of proving that she has the power of duly in- 
terpreting the most varied styles of composition ; and her 
performance was in every respect highly successful. Mr. 



Hemming created quite an effect in Beethoven's Adelaide, 
and Miss Banks and Madame Sainton-Dolby were, as 
usual, listened to with the greatest pleasure. The hall 
was very full. 

Hatcham. — The Choral Society gave its 
seventh Concert at the St. James' National Schools on 
Thursday evening, the 21st November. The programme 
was an excellent one ; and the pieces were well performed 
by the members of the Society. The part-songs, " The 
Curfew" (H. Smart), " The Three Fishers" (Macfarren), 
"The Dawn of Day" (S. Reay), "O Hush thee, my 
Babie" (Sullivan), and " The Vale of Rest" (Mendelssohn), 
were especially remarkable for precision of execution. 
Several solos were also given, all of which were encored. 
The room was well filled ; and the proceeds (which are to 
be devoted to the national schools) must have been con- 
siderable. 

Hereford. — The Christmas special meeting 
of the Hereford Choral Society took place in the College 
Hall on the evening of the 18th ult., when the programme 
was entirely devoted to the works of Mendelssohn. The 
first part, commencing with the "Andante," from the 
" Hymn of Praise," was followed by the 95th Psalm, the 
solos in which were excellently given by the Rev. J. Goss 
and the Misses Broad. The second part was occupied by 
the ' ■ Lauda Sion," as set to English words by the late 
Mr. Bartholomew. The treble solos in this Cantata were 
most artistically rendered by Miss E. Broad ; and the sing- 
ing of Miss L. Broad, who took the soprano part in the 
quartett, was greatly admired. The choruses were given 
throughout the evening with admirable precision and 
effect. 

Knutsfoed. — The new Assembly Boom was 
crowded on Monday evening, the 2nd ult., at a Concert 
given by the Knutsford Amateur Choral Society. The 
first part was devoted to Mr. J. F. Barnett's Cantata, The 
Ancient Mariner, which was exceedingly well performed — 
all the solos being taken by amateurs, members of the 
Society; and the second part contained a well-chosen 
selection of vocal music, including several very excellent 
part-songs. The Society, under the able conductorship of 
Dr. Hiles, shows steady and satisfactory progress. 

Leeds. — The performance of the Messiah by 
the Leeds Festival Choral Society, under the direction of 
Mr. Burton, was highly successful. Madame Eyserbeck, 
a German soprano, was thoroughly efficient in the solo 
music, and Miss Hargreaves (a pupil of Madame Sainton- 
Dolby) made a most promising debut as a contralto. The 
Town Hall Concert Society, under the conductorship of 
Dr. Spark, also gave an excellent performance of the 
Messiah, and the same Oratorio was also given with much 
success, directed by Mr. Charles Halle, who brought with 
him his superb band, and a chorus of upwards of two hun- 
dred singers. 

Lewisham, Southend. — A Concert was given 
on the 4th ult. by the 18th Kent Rifle Volunteer Glee 
Club, under the able direction ot Mr. West. It consisted 
of numerous glees and part-songs, interspersed with vocal 
solos by Messrs. Harman, R. Wells, Brown, Saunders, and 
West. Miss Atkins presided with much skill at the 
pianoforte. Altogether the concert appeared to give the 
utmost satisfaction. 

Liverpool. — The eleventh Subscription Con- 
cert of the Philharmonic Society, on the 3rd ult., was one 
of a very refined character : the solo executant being Mr. 
Charles Halle, and the vocalists the London Glee and 
Madrigal Union, under the direction of Mr. Land. Mr. 
Halle played Mendelssohn's Concerto in D minor (Op. 40), 
and in the second part of the concert a selection from the 
works of Schubert, Heller, and Chopin, with all Ms usual 
expression and beauty of touch. The chief orchestral 
works were Beethoven's Sinfonia in F, No. 8, and the 
Overtures to Figaro and Oberon, all of which were played 
with the utmost spirit, under the steady baton of Mr. 
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Benedict. The songs given by Miss Wells, Mr. Winn, 
and Mr. Coates, were well sung ; that by the last-named 
gentleman being especially remarkable for its delicacy and 
pathos. The choral members of the Philharmonic Society 
Bang " The bright autumn day," from Dinorah, with 
energy and precision, and received a well-merited encore. 

The " Societa Armonica " gave a performance of 

Handel's Oratorio, the Messiah, on the 14th ult., at the 
Liverpool Institute, Mount-street. The execution of the 
work by the members of the Society was generally satis- 
factory, and reflected the utmost credit upon their 
conductor, Mr. Armstrong. The solos were sustained by 
Miss Armstrong and Miss F. Armstrong, Mr. Foulkes and 
Mr. T. J. Hughes. The band and chorus were ex- 
ceedingly good ; and the organ (which was sadly out of 
tune) was well played by Mr. Borst. The performance 
was given for the benefit of the Liverpool Dental Hospital. 

The closing Concert of the Philharmonic Society for 

the present season took place on the 17th ult., when the 
customary Christmas performance of the Messiah was 
given. The solo vocalists were Madlle. Titiens, Madlle. 
Drasdil, Mr. Sims Beeves, and Signor Foli, and the 
trumpet obbligato was played by Mr. T. Harper. The 
choruses went splendidly; and the entire Oratorio was 
received with the utmost enthusiasm by an audience 
crowded even in " standing places." 

Macclesfield. — The third Amateur Concert, 
in aid of the Macclesfield Bagged and Industrial School, 
was held in the school-room on the evening of the 12th 
ult. The principal vocalists were Mrs. Burrows, Miss F. 
Parrot, Mr. E. Proctor, Mr. Stancliffe, Mr. C. E. Sandford, 
and Mr. P. Parrot, all of whom were thoroughly suc- 
cessful. Several pianoforte solos were performed in a 
most efficient manner by the Misses C. and G. Vaux, the 
Misses Godwin and Miss M. Adshead. The concert 
terminated with the national anthem. The room was 
quite full. 

Manchester. — On Tuesday evening, the 17th 
ult., Madame Dunne gave an interesting pianoforte re- 
cital at the Public Hall, Busholme. The programme 
contained selections from Mendelssohn, Beethoven, 
Handel, Weber, Thalberg, &c. Madame Dunne's per- 
formance appeared highly appreciated by the audience, 
and — especially in Beethoven's Sonata, in A flat (Op. 26), 
and Thalberg's " Home, sweet home " — she was most en- 
thusiastically applauded, and in the latter piece encored. 
Madame Dunne is stated to have been a pupil of 
Mendelssohn. 

Milnsbkidge. — The Annual Concert of the 

Milnsbridge Choral Society was given in the National 
School on Wednesday evening, the 11th ult., when the 
performance proved a complete success. The Oratorio 
chosen was Handel's Messiah, which was performed in a 
highly satisfactory manner. F. B. Jones, jun., Esq., the 
president of the Society, occupied the chair. Mr. Henry 
Pearson acted as conductor, and the Bev. J. Thomas, of 
Fitzwilliam-street Chapel, Huddersfield, took the part of 
leader. The orchestra co isted of upwards of sixty per- 
formers. The principal vocalists were Miss Annie Hirst. 
Miss Wood, Miss Crossley, Miss Whitaker, Messrs. H. 
Ellis (of Dewsbury), T. Bramley, and W. Townend. 
The choruses were executed with spirit and precision, 
especially the " Hallelujah'" and " Worthy is the lamb." 
The trumpet obbligato to the air " The trumpet shall 
sound," by Mr. Wood, was greatly admired and loudly 
applauded. The concert was said to be the best ever 
given in Milnsbridge. 

Mitch Wenlock. — The first Concert of the 
season was given by Mr. Edward Stroud in the Corn 
Exchange, on Monday, the 25th November. The pro- 
gramme consisted of glees, songs, duets, and instrumental 
solos. The principal singer was Mr. Herbert, choirmaster 
of the South Shropshire Choral Union, who sang Blumen- 
thal's song, " Far away where angels dwell," and " Good 
bye, sweetheart, good bye," obtaining an encore for each. 



The part-song from the Orpheus book, " Come, boys, 
drink," and " Stars of the summer night," by Hatton, 
were well sung by a glee party, consisting of Messrs. Stroud, 
Lawley, Tarton, and Evans. The violin solos by Mr. 
A. Berington, "Dis Floristan," and " The Cuckoo Solo," 
were capitally executed, and greatly appreciated. Miss 
Tatten and the Misses Lawley gave their valuable assist- 
ance, and materially contributed to the success of the 
concert. 

Newport, Isle oe "Wight. — A Concert, 
originated and conducted by Mr. J. T. Mew, A.B.A., 
was given on the 5th ult., at the Queen's Booms, 
under distinguished patronage. The programme 
was varied and attractive. The singing of Miss 
Ida Thome was especially admired throughout the 
evening, especially in the duet with Mr. Kenningham, and 
in the Miserere scene. Mr. Boche was also thoroughly 
successful in his vocal solos. The pianoforte performance, 
by Mdlle. Sophie Angehne, Messrs. Mew and Gubbins, 
was highly appreciated, and deservedly applauded by the 
audience. We trust that Mr. Mew, having once broken 
the ice, will give us many more similar entertainments in 
Newport. 

Omagh. — The Omagh Parochial Choirs Associ- 
ation held the first Annual Meeting on the 27th November, 
in Omagh Church. After a voluntary, from the Oratorio 
Eli had been played on the harmonium by Mr. Henry 
Greene, the choirmaster, the 135th hymn, from Hymns 
Ancient and Modern, was sung by the choir. The proper 
Psalms, the 126th, 157th, and 128th, were chanted to 
Tallis' (single) in F. The 129th, 130th, and 131st psalms, 
to a Gregorian chant. The Magnificat to a single chant, 
by Dr. L. Arnold, in B flat, and the Dens Misereatur to a 
chant by Thomas Tallis, in C. Farrant's Anthem, " Lord, 
for Thy tender mercies' sake," was sung first in verse and 
then full by all the choirs. In addition to the hymn 
already mentioned, Mrs. Alexander's hymn, beginning 
" The roseate hues of early dawn," was sung to the tune 
(the old 44th) set to it in Hymns Ancientand Modern ; and 
the 17 th hymn in the same collection was given to the 
tune " Christ Church." Considering that the Association 
has only been formed about a year and a half, the singing 
was in the highest degree satisfactory ; and we heartily 
congratulate the Bev. T. L. Stack and Mrs. Stack, as well 
as Mr. Greene, on the marked success which has attended 
their labours. The Bishop of Derry was unfortunately 
prevented, by indisposition, from attending the festival ; 
but he kindly sent a donation towards the expenses, and 
begged that he might be applied to at any time either for 
sermons or money. 

Oxted. — The Third Musical Entertainment 
of the season took place in the Schoolroom, on Friday, 
the 6th ult. Mr. Palmer again gave a most attractive 
programme, which, besides several part-songs contained 
a selection from Weber's Preciosa, The vocalists were 
Miss Annie Martin, Miss Potter, Mr. H. Series, and the 
conductor, who sang Hansford's " A Winter Night," with 
much effect. Headings were also given by the Bev. W. M. 
Pyne, Kev. A. Brennan, and others. The proceeds are 
for a fund which is started for the purchase of a grand 
pianoforte, now hired for the use of the choir. 

Penzance. — Mr. J. A; Thorne, master of St. 
Mary's National School, and choirmaster of St. Mary's, 
lectured for the Penzance Institute this week in St. John's 
Hall, on " Church Music." The illustrations of the 
lecture were given by the boys of St. Mary's choir, assist- 
ed bv the Bev. J. Wilshire, Messrs. Sampson, A . Berryman, 
J. Berryman, S.White, H. White, J. Gill, H. Vibert.and J. 
Trounson. The lecture, tracing the history of Church 
music from the foundation of the Christian Church to the 
present time, was in the highest degree interesting ; and 
showed that the lecturer had bestowed more than ordinary 
research upon the subject. The effect of Mr. Thome's 
excellent training was fully apparent in the choral 
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illustrations, which were given by the juvenile pupils in a 
most satisfactory manner. We heartily congratulate Mr. 
Thome on the success of his lecture upon a subject which 
he evidently has at heart ; and trust that his exertions in 
the cause may be rewarded as they deserve. There were 
at least 800 people present. 

Pontyfool. — On Monday, the 23rd ult., the 
Pontypool Sacred Harmonic Society gave its third concert 
at the Town Hall, and selected the Messiah, for perform- 
ance. Mr. E. Holdsworth conducted; Mr. VV. Sewell 
was leader of the string band, and Mr. W. H. Haskins 
pianist. There were about sixty vocalists. The solos 
were all rendered by members of the class, viz. : — Soprano, 
Misses Holdsworth and Haskins ; contralto, Miss Lloyd ; 
tenor, Mr. Gould; bass, Messrs. W. H. Lloyd and A. 
Lloyd. 

Quebec. — A very interesting Concert, inter- 
spersed with readings, took place in the National School 
Hall, Esplanade, on the 19th November. Several solos, 
duets, and part-songs were given during the evening ; the 
principal vocalists being Miss Chesley, Miss Middleton, (an 
amateur, with a rich contralto voice) Miss Bates (amateur), 
Miss McAdams, Mrs. Dickenson, Mr. Dickenson (tenor), 
and Mr. Barnett (bass). A violin solo was well played by 
Mr. Pfeiffer ; and a Tarantella most successfully performed 
by Master James Dickenson, organist of St. Peter's Chapel. 
The choruses were carefully and steadily given by a num- 
ber of ladies and gentlemen selected from different choirs 
in the City. The utmost praise must be awarded to Mr. 
J. Hatherley, the originator of the concert and designer 
of the Hall ; and also to Master James Dickenson, the 
conductor. The proceeds are to be devoted towards pay- 
ing off the debt incurred in building the Hall. 

Eawtenstaxl. — Handel's Oratorio, The Mes- 
siah, was recently given, under the auspices of the Kaw- 
tenstall Choral Union, with the utmost success, before a 
large audience. The principal singers were Miss A Hiles, 
Mrs. Lincey Walton, Mr. Moulding, and Mr. Brandon, all 
of whom acquitted themselves in excellent style. The 
choruses were very well given throughout ; and Mr. W. 
T. Best, of St. George's Hall, Liverpool (who presided at 
the organ), warmly complimented the members of the 
choir on the ability which they had displayed. P. H. 
Whitehead, Esq., of Brynbella, officiated as conductor 
■with much skill. We understand that the performance 
of the Oratorio has been highly satisfactory in a financial 
point of view ; and sincerely hope that such a result will 
encourage the Choral Union to renewed exertion in the 
future. 

Eiseley. — On Friday, the 6th ult., a Sacred 
Concert was given by the Riseley Choir, in the School 
room. The selection comprised the whole of Handel's 
Oratorio, Judas Maccabaus, with the exception of a few 
recitatives, and one or two airs not ordinarily sung. The 
singing of Mrs. Frank Moody, of Bedford, in the whole of 
the solo soprano music, was much admired, especially in 
the airs " Pious orgies," " From mighty kings," and " Wise 
men flattering," all of which were given with excellent 
effect. Miss Pettit and Miss Colson were thoroughly 
efficient in the music which fell to their share ; and the 
tenor and bass parts were most adequately represented. 
The choruses went well, and the accompaniments — under 
the leadership of Mr. Chorley, of Biggleswade, and Mr. 
Sanderson, of Higham Ferrers, supported by Mr. Charles 
Cooke on the harmonium, and Mrs. Chorley on the piano- 
forte — were everything that could be desired. 

Sotjthsea. — A large number of people as- 
sembled in St. Luke's Church, Southsea, on the occasion 
of the opening of the new organ, erected by Mr. A. 
Hunter, of London. The fact that Mr. J. Hiles, the well- 
known organist of All Saints, Brighton, presided on the 
occasion, will be ample proof that the class of music was 
of the highest order. Several anthems were sung by the choir 
with great taste and precision. In the pieces selected and 



performed by Mr. Hiles, the power and richness of the 
organ were displayed to the greatest advantage, and the 
audience listened with evident pleasure and attention. 
We heartily congratulate the congregation of St. Luke's 
on the possession of an instrument, the tone of which is 
certainly not surpassed by any other in the town. 

St. Ives. — The first concert of the Philhar- 
monic Society for the present season took place on the 
12th ult., and was highly successful. In the first part of 
the programme the local paper assures us that one of the 
most effective instrumental pieces was " a quintett made 
up of gems from Mendelssohn's Concertos." What 
instruments were employed in this quintett is not men- 
tioned ; but such a composition must at least have 
recommended itself to the audience on account of the 
originality of its construction. The principal vocalists 
were Miss Freeman, Miss Cleminson, Miss Cole, Mrs. 
Bowell, Mr. W. Stevens, and Mr. Baines. Mrs. Holloway 
was the solo pianist ; Mr. Ingram, of Cambridge, led the 
string quartett in the second part, and Master G. Harry 
Robinson performed a solo on the violin, which was 
encored. The concert was well attended. 

Sunderland. — The first concert of the 8th 
season of the Philharmonic Society was given in the 
Athenaeum, on Monday, the 9th ult., when Mendelssohn's 
Oratorio St. Paul was performed. The principal vocalists 
were Miss Emily Spiller, of the Royal Academy of Music, 
Mr. D. Whitehead, and Mr. R. Ferry. Miss Spiller sang 
the music allotted to her with great taste and judgment, 
and was twice encored ; and Messrs. Ferry and Whitehead 
were also highly satisfactory. The choruses were rendered 
in a very creditable manner ; and the band, under the 
leadership of Mr. S. lies, was thoroughly efficient. Mr. 
William Rea, of Newcastle, conducted with his accustomed 
skill. 

Tonbbidge, Kent. — The annual Concert at 
the school took place on the 17th ult., and was attended 
by a very numerous and distinguished audience. The 
programme consisted chiefly of part-music, which was 
sung in excellent style by the choir of the school, the fol- 
lowing being among the most successful pieces : — Alex. 
Cooper's carols, "A Child this day is born," and "Brightest 
and best ;" Arthur Sullivan's part-song, " O hush thee, 
mybabie;" Mendelssohn's "Lark;" Calkin's "My lady 
is so wondrous fair ;" a new part-song by Alex. Cooper, 
entitled " Cheerily, cheerily," and Shield's "Loadstars." 
Three of the boys distinguished themselves by their 
pianoforte playing ; two were encored in their songs, and 
the whole was brought to a successful conclusion by the 
time-honoured performance of " Dulce Domum." Mr. 
Alex. Cooper was the conductor. 

Towcesteh, — The Vocal Association gave its 
first Concert for the present season, in the Town Hall, on 
Monday, the 16th ult., when Handel's Oratorio, the 
Messiah, was performed. This concert was entirely due 
to the energy of Mr. Simmonds, organist of the town, and 
conductor of the Association. The members were as- 
sisted by several of Mr. Simmonds' old pupils, amongst 
the most prominent of whom was Mr. Taylor, lay vicar 
of Salisbury Cathedral. The vocalists and band together 
consisted of upwards of fifty performers, the latter in- 
cluding gentlemen from the neighbouring towns, 
who kindly lent their services on this occasion, 
Mr. Tale, the well-known provincial violinist, being 
leader. Mr. Taylor gave a most effective rendering of 
the solo parts allotted to the tenor ; and Mr. Welch (of 
the London and Crystal Palace Concerts), and Mr. Chap- 
man (a member of the Association) must also be praised 
for the manner in which they sang the solo bass music. 
The soprano and contralto solos were given with much 
taste and judgment by lady members. The choruses 
went steadily throughout — " Lift up your heads," and the 
" Hallelujah." being especially remarkable for spirit and 
precision. We trust that we may look upon this perform- 
ance as only a prelude to future successes. 
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Teowbeidge. — On Tuesday evening, the 10th 
ult., a new and splendid Concert Hall (which has been 
built by Mr. P. L. Hill, an enterprising tradesman) was for- 
mally opened. Handel's Oratorio, the Messiah, was given 
by the amalgamated societies of Trowbridge and Frome, 
together with full band, numbering in all upwards of 80 
performers. The solo parts of the work were given exclu- 
sively by lady and gentlemen amateurs of the two societies. 
The professional performers present were Herr Pfieffer, 
primo violin, of Bristol ; Mr. C. Clark, second violin, of 
Devizes; Mr. Waite, principal viola, of Clifton; and Mr. A. 
Waite, principal violoncello, of Clifton. Mr. J. D. Cox, of 
Frome, harmonium. The rendering of the Oratorio was 
in the highest degree satisfactory, especially the choruses, 
which were given with great precision and correctness. 
The whole was under the conductorship of Mr. H. Mil- 
lington. The proceeds were given to the poor of the town. 

Waedwick. — The members of the Derby 
Philharmonic Society gave their first concert for the sea- 
son in the Lecture Hall, on the 13th ult. The programme 
was well selected, and gave the utmost satisfaction to a 
large and thoroughly appreciative audience. Mozart's 
Symphony in C (No. 4) was the principal orchestral 
piece, and amongst the chief attractions of the concert we 
may mention the performance, by -Mr. W. W. Wood- 
ward, of Mendelssohn's recently published 8th Book of 
" Lieder ohne worte." Several vocal solos were excel- 
lently rendered by Mrs. Bateman, Mr. W. H. Cox and 
Mr. Hendley ; and the concert, which was ably con- 
ducted by Mr. Woodward, was highly successful. 

Watfoed, Heets. — On "Wednesday evening, 
November 27th, a very successful performance of the 
Creation was given, with orchestral accompaniments, by 
the Harmonic Society of this town, in the presence of a 
very fashionable audience. Mr. F. Peel, organist of the 
parish church, the Society's musical director, conducted, as 
on former occasions. The solos were taken by Miss A. 
Cox, and Messrs. Barnby and Hunt, of the Chapel Boyal, 
Windsor. Miss Cox was in good voice, and executed the 
solos allotted to her in a most charming manner. Mr. 
Barnby has a very fine voice, of considerable compass, and 
the duet, " Graceful consort," which he sang with Miss 
Cox, was particularly well given. Mr. Hunt was also 
highly successful, especially in the well-known air, " Now 
vanish." Of the choruses, we can speak in terms of the 
utmost praise. Great credit is due to Mr. Peel for the 
care bestowed hi the training of the choir ; and also for 
the able manner in which he conducted the Oratorio. We 
understand that this is the third Oratorio the Society has 
performed since its re-establishment by Mr. Peel three 
years ago. It is a pity that there is no larger room than 
the Corn Exchange for musical performances ; and should 
Watford show an appreciation of the standard Oratorios, 
we shall hope to see more ample accommodation provided 
for their due interpretation. 

Wells. — On Tuesday, the 10th ult., a Con- 
cert was given at the Town Hall by the members of the 
Wells Musical Association, before a large audience, com- 
prising most of the principal inhabitants of the town and 
its neighbourhood. The works chosen were Spohr's Last 
Judgment, and The Transient and Eternal, by Romberg. 
The solos were sung by Messrs. S. and H. Davies, Rossi- 
ter, Helmsley, and Welsh ; Misses Lawrence and Livett. 
The choruses were well given by the members of the 
Association and the choristers of the cathedral ; and the 
concert was in every respect highly successful. Mr. C. 
W. Lavington conducted. 

Wimbledon. — A Musical Entertainment was 
given in the Lecture Hall, on the 26th November, by Mr. 
Gordon Saunders, organist of Christ Church, Wimbledon, 
in which he was assisted by Miss Huntingford (amateur), 
Miss Wolfe, Mr. G. R. Renwick, and Messrs. George, 
Charles, and James Saunders. Each part was preceded 
by passages read from the life of Mozart, by the Rev. W. 



Bartlett. The first part consisted entirely of a selection 
from the works of Mozart, whose posthumous trio in D, for 
piano, violin, and violoncello, was exceedingly well played 
by Mr. Gordon Saunders and his youthful brothers, Masters 
Charles and James Saunders. Miss Huntingford and Mr. 
Renwick won an unanimous encore for their effective 
rendering of the duet, " La ci darem," and Mr. Renwick 
afterwards gave the song from Don Giovanni, "Ha gia 
vinta," in excellent style. In the second part, two MS. 
songs, by Mr. Gordon Saunders, "Memorie" (sung by Miss 
Wolfe), and "The deep blue sea" (sung by Mr. Renwick), 
were much applauded, and encored. 

Withington, Manchesteb. — A Concert 
was given by the Withington Choral Union, at the Public 
Hall and Library, on the 23d ult., in aid of the Pianoforte 
Fund. The first part of the programme consisted of se- 
cular, and the second part of sacred, music. The solos 
were sung by Miss Price, Master Battye, Master T. Kay, 
Mr. Standen, and Mr. Chorlton. The second part of the 
programme included a selection from the Messiah, the 
Gloria from Mozart's 12th Mass, <fec. Mr. Standen was 
the conductor, and Mr. A. C. Webber presided at the 
pianoforte. 

Woeksop. — A Concert was given by the 
Worksop Choral Society, on the 18th ult., under the 
most distinguished patronage. The programme contained a 
well-chosen selection of English glees, songs, and operatic 
music. The singing of Miss Jennie Scott was greatly 
admired throughout the evening ; and we sincerely trust 
that although this was her first, it will not be her last, 
visit to Worksop. The choral music was excellently ren- 
dered, and reflected the highest credit upon the able in- 
structor of the Society, Mr. F. Staton. The concert ter- 
minated with the National Anthem. 

Yeovil. — At the Choral Society's Concert at 
the Town Hall, on Tuesday, the 10th ult. , selections from 
the Oratorios Saul, Samson, and Judas Maccab<eus, were 
given. The band and chorus numbered nearly 70 per- 
formers. The principal vocalists were Miss Bailey, R.A.M., 
Mrs. McLees, Mr. Montem Smith, and Mr. Drayton. Miss 
Bailey was very successful in " Let the bright Seraphim," 
and "From mighty Kings," and Mr. Drayton's voice told 
well in "Arm, arm, ye brave," and " The Lord worketh 
wonders." Mr. Montem Smith, though suffering from 
the effects of a cold, materially contributed to the success 
of the performance. Mrs. McLees pleased immensely in 
"O Lord, whose mercies," and "Return, O God of Hosts."
